Mr. Richard Wesioo of Portsmouth 


Some of the greatest naval disaster* In 


history, strange to say, occurred In port. 
Probably the gieatest accident on record, 
»nd certainly tho most famoug, wai the 
capsizing of tbo Royal George, a line of 
battle ship of tho British navj-. It was the 
flagship of Bear Admiral Richard Keiup- 
enfelt. 
On Aug. 29, 1782, as it lay off 


Splthend at the mouth of the Thames, It 
was heeled. In order that a pipe might be 
repaired. Heeling was a simple process. 
One broadside of guns WUB run from cue 
side of the ship to tbe other, BO that all the 
weight wag on one Ride. This laid the 
Flilp o\crfnr enough to lay hart) the end ol 
the pipe. Heeling wasn't absolutely safe 
but, the repairs were so simple that it 
wasn't worth while to dock the ship. So 
they heeled the Royal George. 


Tho ship had not been put out of com 


mission and practically all her officers am 
crew wero aboard. Besides, the friends o 
many of the ship's company were on board 
men, women and children, including 
largo number of Jews. A land bra 
sprang up, tbe stays did not hold and th 
great ship capsized, nearly 800 persons be 
Ing drowned. Tbe Royal George curriei 
108 guns and was one of the best vessel 
in the royal nnvy. 


On June 2, 1859, the steamship Eastern 


Monarch lay off Spitheud, nftor a voyag 
from India, with 500 oOicors and men on 
board, most of whom wero Invalids. That 
night she was burned, but providentially 
only uight porGons lost their U\es. 
On 


Doc. 22, 18'u, just threo days before 
Chribtuias, H. M. H. Goliutb, used as a 
training ship, lay in the Thauios with 
about 500 officers, men and boyn, most of 
the boys being rescued from the Blums of 
London. A lamp upset on tho oilrooui 
floor, but again fortune was on the £ide uf 
man, 
and only 13 persons wore burned to 


death. 


Sunday, March 24, 1878, was an un- 


pleusunt day In parts of Knglnnd. 
There 


was a snowstorm, which is always un- 
pleneant in Kugland, and then theru came 
thunder and purple lightning, and, to top 
off, a furious squall rugod fora short time. 
Just before the oqnall H. M. 8. failing 
frigate Eurydico, used as a training ship, 
sailed up along the isle of Wight. 
She 


bad about 800 men und boys on board and 
came in with a good breeze, most <if her 
sally drawing and her ports open. Tho 
boys were crowding the decks, happy to 
see Englnnd again after a long toy ago 
from tho Bermudas. Off Dunnose head, 
near Ventnor, that snow squall struck her, 
and sho capsized. Ventnor is a watering 
place, winter as well as summer, and right 
before the eyas of hundreds of persona un- 
able to help tbe old frlgute went down. 
Hardly any one was saved. Captain IJaro, 
Lieutenant Tubur, tho executive officer, 
and nearly every other person on board 
was drowned almost within reach of land 
at tbe entrance of the harbor for which 
they had hoped. 


In 1853 Captain Cowper Coles of the 


British navy invented what be callod 
turret ship, a vessel to carry few guns, but 
those of large caliber, in ino\ablo towers 
on tbo deck. Ericsson had the same idea 
and carried It out in his Monitor, butTnp- 
taln Coles was not able to embody bio 
plans in a ship until nearly 15 yuaru had 
passed. Finally tho lords commissioner* 
for executing the office of lord high ad 
miral accepted tbe captain's plans, nnt 
U. M. S. Captain was tho result. 
It \vns 


a full rigged iron ship, armored, with aux 
Iliury steam power. High bulwarks worn 
Intended to be let down when tho vessul 
was cleared for action, uncovering tbe two 
turrets. 


The ship was launched In 1860 and bat 


trouble from tbo first. Finally she seemed 
to "Und herself" and joined the channel 
fleet. On Sept. 7, lb~0, commanded by 
Captain Hugh Burgoyne, she was nailing 
through the bay of Biscay. She carried » 
company of 48S persons, and Captain Coles) 
and .Mr. Childers, a sun of tbe first lord ol 
the admiralty, who wero passengers, inndn 
the total number on board 490. At 13: 
n. ni. a squall sprang up and struck tbe 
top heavy ship. The bulwarks wore down 
and the ship heeled over and never righted. 
Of tbo 490 persons on board only IS escap- 
ed, and when tbe court martial sat to try 
some one for negligence in losing tbe ves- 
sel the only person they could try was 
James May, tbe gunuerl Every officer 
was lost. 


Tbe Captain was not in harbor, but she 


might as well have been; she was alone, 
there was no danger of collision, her am 
munition didn't explode. Seemingly she 
was as eafo as a ship well could be. 
She 


and the Kurydice and tho Hoyal George 
were beaten down by no great storms. 
It 


was as though the finger of Providence bad 
pointed at those three ships and at noth 
ing else. 


Not quite three years after tbe Eurydico 


capsized there was a boat race on the 
Thames up in Canada. The day was 
Queen Victoria's birthday, May 24, 1881 
Tbe day was clear, it was a holiday, ant 
tbe race was exciting; so tbe iteninbouti 
accompanying tbe racers were crowded 
The Victoria had on her decks every sou 
the could carry, but everybody behave< 
well'and thrre was no trouble and no 
danger—until an exciting part of a race 
caused the crowd to rush to one sldn of th 
boat. Then she capsized. She had 700 per 
sons on board, and more than 300 died 
The suddenness of this disaster was ap 
palling. 
A traveler driving in a carriage 


saw tbe crowded Victoria steaming afte 
tbe racing boats. The road ran behind i 
low hill, cutting off all view of tho rive 
for 100 yards or so. When the driver ha 
passed the bluff and again saw the river 
the Victoria had capsized. 


There are countless other instances o 


•uch strange providential happenings 
they all go to show that a man is as SBf 
anywhere as he is anywhere else and tha 
when his time Is up ho must no.—Ne' 
York Sun.

The organization and division of this 


extensive force are yet to be arranged by 
the adjutant general's office. Generally 
speaking, however, the 75,000 men will 
suffice for the formation of 75 regiments. 
With three nogiments toa brigade, which 
Is the present basis of organization, this 
will make 26 brigades. In turn, eight 
divisions of three brigades each will be 
formed, and out of the eight divisions 
the entire force will be divided into 
three army corps. This general division 
of course Is tentative. The new force 
will require three major generals and 
about 24 brigadier generals. The law 
authorizes the president to appoint one 
major genera! for each army corps and 
a brigadier general for each brigade. 
Brigadier generals are also assigned to 
command divisions when the organiza- 
tion advances to that stage. The col- 
onel*, lieutenant colonels, majors, cap- 
tains and lieutenants are appointed by 
the governors of the various states. 


Just now the adjutant general's office 


is completing the enlistment of the 125.- 
000 volunteers under the first call. It 
will take some time to complete this 
work, and not until then will the reai 
work of organizing the volunteers under 
the second call begin. 


If Cervera is actually at bay, the of- 


ficials feel not the slightest apprehen- 
sion of relief coming to him from the 
outside in- the sh&pe of another Spanish 
squadron from Cadiz. The reason for 
this belief is the unquestioned ability 
to hold the admiral In check with only 
a few vessels, thus leaving the remainder 
of the big armored fleet and a great num- 
ber of unarmored war craft to take care 
of any reinforcements that might at- 
tempt to come from Spain to Cervera's 
aid. The force that could be spared {or 
this service, without endangering the in- 
tegrity of the blockade at Havana, or 
permitting the escape of Cervera, would 
be much larger than the entire Spanish 
naval force now in Spanish waters cap- 
able of crossing the Atlantic. 


Ever Since the determination 
was 


reached to Invade Cuba before the dry 
season next fall, there have been Inti- 
mations that the delay was attributable 
to the navy.

West, May 26.—At daybreak Monday 
illuming the entire squadron under Hear 
Admiral Sampson was lying directly op- 
posite the entrance to Havana, harbor, 
about 10 miles off shore, a formidable, 
mouse colored flotilla of battleships, 
monitors, cruisers, yachts, lighthouse 
tenders and torpedo boats. The peace- 
ful Inactivity noticed the day before on 
board the vessels of the ileet had given 
Way to scenes of great life and bustle. 
The decks of every ship swarmed with 
crowds of bluejackets and while jackets, 
marines and officers. Around the flag- 
ship, from whose mainmart fluttered the 
crimson pennant of precedence, rocked 
on the choppy wavus a score of launches 
and Kins from sunoundinK warships, 
each manned by sailors In spotless white. 
They had brouRht the commanding of- 
ficers of their respective vessels aboard 
the flagship, where they had apparently 
been summoned for orders. Overhead 
the sky was a field of bide, unbroken by 
n single cloud, and the restless sea re- 
flected its color in a deeper and more in- 
tense tone. Against this background 
the stars and stnpcs stood out In bold 
relief from the masthead and stern pole 
of every vessel there. In the distance 
a bit of red and yellow bunting hunp; 
limply from

castle.

A half hour later the prigs and launches 


left the flagship and returned w ith their 
officers aboard their own vessels. Almost 
immediately columns of black smoke 
began to pour from the stacks of the as- 
sembled Ileet. and slouly, almost im- 
perceptibly, the flagship began to move 
to the eastward. A number of vessels 
were left behind on blockade duty, the 
acting flagship flying a blue pennant. 
About two hours later a large double- 
masted and 
double-funnelled cruiser 


came steaming under full headway from 
the westward. AVlien w i t h i n hailing dis- 
tance and without slackening hersjieed, 
hhe exchanged signals with the a«M.inpf 
flagship off Havana. A string of colored 
bunting was hoisted aloft on the flag- 
ship's halyards, and the cruiser pushed 
on to the east tit full sjiivil. 
Afterwards 


the squadron Was In the Nicholas chan- 
nel, 
off Cardenas, heading for the old 


Bahama channel. The squadron was 
proceeding' v^.h care, for Admiral Cer- 
vera had not yet actually been bottled 
up, arid care must he taken lest the fox 
turn and dash out of Santiago, around 
the east end of Cuba, up through the 
Windward passage and north to attack 
the cities of the Atlantic coast of the 
United States. 


Tn all likelihood Commodore Schley 


will be able to spring the trap, and then 
Hear Admiral Sampson may hasten to 
Santiago. A great game is being played, 
and the situation Is one of extreme sus- 
pense. After Admiral Cervera is sealed 
up in Santiago harbor the problem will 
be. as in the case of si_ "varmint" caught 
In a trap, whether to shoot or starve him. 
In any event Admiral Cervera, it is be- 
lieved, cannot 
reach Havana. Two 


powerful fleets, each having fast ves- 
sels, as well as heavy ones, and each able 
to destroy him, are closing in upon him. 


GREETING TO CERVERA. 


London, May 26.—In face of the con- 


flicting reports as to the whereabouts' 
and doings of the American and Spanish 
fleets, the London morning papers con-' 
elder it idle to speculate.

of a rush into the harbor would be most 
consistent with Rear Admiral Samp- 
son's character for da.sh and daring, and 
the most likely to produce a decisive 
result; but it must be done quickly, lest 
other Spanish ships may be drawing 
near enough to relieve Admiral Cervera. 
If the latter knew that such relief were 
coming, he could probably easily slip out 
of Santiago harbor under cover of dark- 
ness. 
Admiral Hornby showed how 


this could be done when, in 1885. he took 
a whole feet out of I'.untry bay. unseen 
by the cruisers that were watching for 
him. 
Therefore, unless Sampson acta 


immediately, he cannot ensure keeping 
Cervcia bottled up."

Madrid. May 26.—A dispatch giving 


details of the arrival of Admiral Cer- 
vera's squadron at Santiago de Cuba 
says: "At 8 o'clock on the morning of 
May 19 the Infanta Maria Teresa en- 
tered the port of Santiago de Cuba flying 
the flag of Admiral Cervera. She was 
followed almost immediately by 
the 


Vizcaya, the Almirante Soquendo. the 
Cristobal Colon and the torpedo boat de- 
stroyer Pluton. Soon afterward the 
torpedo boat destroyer Furor, which had 
been reconnoitering, arrived. 


"The 'Inhabitants swarmed 
to the 


shores of the bay, displaying the utmost 
joy and enthusiasm. All the vessels in 
the port were dressed in grala array. On 
Sunday night there was an imposing 
demonstration in honor of the officers 
and crews. The bands of the city played 
patriotic airs: there were brilliant il- 
luminations and the people paraded the 
streets singing patriotic songs.

be fairly comfortable. He passed rather 
a bad night on account of his baok 
bothering him a good deal, but that 
was to be expected after receiving the 
fall he did.
